Supports on 


Surplus Crops 


Action M arks 
Personal Victory for 
President and Benson 


DENVER, Colo. (t’P) 
President 
Eisenhower today signed a new 
Republican farm law cutting gov- 
] ernment price supports on .surplus 
crops. 


The measure’s most controver­ 
sial section cuts away rigid price 
supports from five basic crops— 
cotton, wheat, corn, rice and pea­ 
nuts- for the first time since World 
War ll. 


These crops, now supported at 90 
per cent of parity, will get govern­ 
ment “flexible” 
props 
of from 
82 1-2 to 90 per cent of parity next 
year. 


Parity is a price calculated to 
give the farmer a fair return for 
what he sells in relation to the 
cost of things he buys. 


The President’s signature on the 
measure marked a personal vic­ 
tory for Mr. Eisenhower and Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture Ezra T. Ben­ 
son over the congressional farm 
bloc. 
Differ on Effects of Act 
Both opponents and proponents 
of the hill agreed the new law 
would have deep and far-reaching 
effects on agriculture but differed 
completely on what those effects 
would bt*. 
Supporters of the new law claim 
it will whittle down surpluses, lead 
farmers toward freedom from gov­ 
ernm ent control, balance produc­ 
tion by putting higher prices on 
crops consumers want most and 
create a sound, fret* market for 
farmers. 
Opponents claim it will plunge 
already declining farm income to 
new lows, might touch off a rural 
depression which could spread to 
d u e s and would not bring lower 
food prices to consumers. 
Deep Cut for Wheat 
Some supporters of the program 
expect 
increased 
backing 
from 
farmers who feed grains to meat 
and milk cattle because of ex­ 
pected lower feed grain prices.

blood tested for brucellosis. Don’t 
buy

from 
rhinitis-infected 
herds 
Otherwise, if the animals 
are infected, they may pass dis 
ease to your own home herds 
Just to be sure that new breed­ 
ing stock doesn’t have disease, iso 
late them from your own herds 
for 30 days and have your veter 
inarian retest them

to your regular herds

feeder cattle: When they arrive, 
give them plenty of water and a 
medium -quality hay Start feeding 
them grain gradually after a few 
days.

lirst favorable signs of spring 


Winters in southern Illinois nor 
madly ar** mil l 
enough 
so 
hat 
many kinds of bulbs may be left 
in the ground 
without 
danger. 
However, the’, do need to be trims 
planted occasionally to thin out 
th** growth and keep th** flowers 
large and vigorous 
The dormant 
period in tin* summ er and autumn 
is the time to transplant 
The crocus may be transplanted 
from late June until autumn. Set 
them three inches deep at two inch 
intervals. 
The .snowdrop or galan- 
thus may be planted about the 
same time, three inches deep anti 
three inches apart 
Jonquils do well ii set five inch­ 
es deep an I six inches apart The 
narcissus thrives at six or seven 
inches deep and one foot apart 
Lilies may bo planted a little deep­ 
er. 
Tulips and hyacinth' should 
be planted about six inches deep 
In heavy soils the bulbs need 
to be planted more shallow 
in

endure hard 
freezing must be dug and stored 
during the winter for spring plant­ 
ing.
